John J. Morton of Evansville, Ind., Said to 
Be Short Nearly $7,000, 

Evansvittz, Ind., Nov. 1.—/(Special. }—A 
sensation came to light today in which John 
J. Morton, a prominent insurance agent and 
Secretary of the Mutual Building, Loan and 
Savings Association and People’s Building 
and Loan Association, is charged with a short- 
age of about $6,700, which is divided between 
the two associations. Morton has been held 
in high esteem during his residenee in this 
city. He has held the offce of Secretary of 
the above associations for some years 
and everything connected with his 
office ran smoothly until about a 
year ago, when some small matter 
in the way of finances came up, but was satis- 
factorily explained. About a month ago some 
of the members of the People’s Association 
demanded a full statement of the financial 
affairs of the association. The matter was 
put off until about a week ago. In the mean- 
time Mr. Morton visited the Rev. Charies 
Morris, rector of the St. Paul’s. Episcopal 
Church, to whom he made a confession of a 
shortage, and asked his advice in the matter. 
He was told to go to the directors of the asso- 
ciations and make a full confession, which 
he did. The strange part of the matter is that 
upon examination the books of the associa- 
tiona were found to be straight, and the only 
way to account for a shortage, if there really 
was a deficit, is that Morton failed to deposit 
the full amount coilected from the patrons of 
the associations. The members of the associa- 
tions have kept the matter quiet, but have kept 
Morton under detective surveillance for several 
days, although no warrant has yet been sworn

Effect of Rumors Which Followed the | 


Suicide of Broker Evans. . 

Bostox, Mass., Nov. 1.—[Special.]—The 
National Bank Examiner, acting under the in- 
structions of the Controller of the Currency, 
has closed the Maverick National Bank. The 
street has been full of rumogs coacerning the 
Maverick Bank ever since the tragic’ death of 
Irving A. Evans, who was said to be a debtor. 
The deposits of the bank amounted to about 
$10,000,000 in round numbers Sept. 30. Dur- 
ing the last week many deposits have been 
withdrawn or very much reduced, so that to- 
day the total is about $8,000,000, of which 
about $3,000,000 are industrial deposits and 
the other $5,000,000 are due to other national 
banks. Sept. 30 the assets of the bank in- 
cluded the capital of $400,000, the surplus of 
$800,000, and undivided profits of a little more 
than $200,000, allowing for ali shrinkage of 
assets. The depositors may expect a divi- 
dend of 75 cents on the dollar.

¢ How the Ancients Telegraphed. 

The ancient Greeks and Romans practiced 
telegraphy with the help of pots filled with 
straw and twigs saturated in oil, which, being 
placed in rows, expressed certain letters ac- 
cording to the order in which they were 
lighted; but the only one of their contriv- 
ances that merits a détailed description was 
that invented by a Grecian General named 
#ineas, who flourishedin the time of Aristotje, 
intended for communication between the Gener- 
als ofan army. It consisted of two exactly simi- 
lar earthen vessels filled with water, each pro- 
vided with a cock that would discharge an equa) 
quantity of water in a given time, so that the 
whole or any part of the contents would escape in 
precisely the same period from botb vessels. 

the surface of each floated a piece of cork 
supporting an upright marked off into divisions 
each division having a certain sentence inscri 
upon it. One of the vessels was placed at each 
station and when either party degired to com- 
municate he lighted a torch, which he held aloft 
until the other did the same as a sign that he was 
all attention, On the sender of the message 
lowering or extinguishing his torch each 
party immediately opened the cock of his 
vessel, and so left it until the sender relighted his 
‘torch, when it was at once he receiver

The 
first electric velegraph, at all deserving the name 
was invented by Messrs. Cooke and Wheatstone 
and was laid on the London and Blackwell rail- 
way in June, 1837.—Spare Moments.

The Transfer of Power. 

A momentous experiment has been successfully 
made at Frankfort-on-Main. Energy in thegorm 
of the electric current has been transformed from 
Lauffen on the Neckar to the electrical exhibi- 


River Neckar. This turbine, which is of 300 
ho wer, drivesa “rotation current” a- 
mo, which converts the “ energy” into the form 
of a combination of alternating currents. These 
currents are next “‘ transformed” into a current 
of high pressure and small strength—the current 
which is sent on its bhundredth-mile journey to 
Frankfort. 

It is transmitted through three thin copper 
wires of no more than four mm. diameter. 
These wires are erected in the same way as 
ordinary telegraph lines.

Peddling His So-Called “ Report.” 

He has, since leaving the office, published a 
copy of his report—that which he made, or 
should have made, to the Sanitary Board be- 
fore his departure. He has been around 
among the business-men and other citizens 
trying to sell it, with what success we do not 
know. Had it been of any value the trustees 
would have published it for public information. 
In its preface dated “May 1. 1891, he says: 
“This report was practically completed ten 
months ago, but as the policy herein outlined 
was not in harmony with that of a majority of 
the Board of Trustees of the Sanitary District 
it has not been published.” This would 
bring the time of its completion at about July 
1, 1890, at which date he was asking for more 
time. Thus hisown pen gives confirmation 
to his insubordination and contumacy.

MUST USE THE STARS AND STRIPES. 
No Other Flag Will Be Permitted at Mili- 
tary Colleges Accepting Federnl Aid, 

Wasuixeton, D. C., ‘Oct. 30.—Secretary 
Proctor proposes to leave the War Depart- 
ment in a blaze of glory and patriotism, and 
with the United States flag wrapped about his 
tall form as a mantle. A General of the 
Georgia militia saw a battalian of cadets from 
the military deademy of the State drilling 
under what he termed ‘‘a nondescript ban- 
ner,” instead of the Stars and Stripes. When 
the matter was brought to the attention 
of the Secretary of War he had a list 
made of all the military colleges in the 
United States where officers of the army have 
been detailed as instructors and where arms, 
ammunition, and equipments have been fur- 
nished the cadets ay these places of learning. 
In acommunication addressed to the faculties 
of these institutions, which are located in 
Georgia, Alabama, South Carolina. Nevada, 
and other States, attention is called to the fact 
that State flags will not be permitted on any 
occasion where a flag is required by United 
States army regulations unless the national 
flag of the United States is usedalao,.

Ocean Telephony. 

Curcaao, Oct. 28.—[Editor of The Tribune. }—In 
the article publisbed by you this morning relat- 
ing to the Gillette telephone the writer is a trifle 
off as to what can be done in the way of ocean 
telephony in that he says the London-Paris line 
followed an experiment made with the Gillette 
instrument through the cable at Calais. Mr. Gil- 
lette’s instrument is not even mentioned as one of 
those tried in the ex nett Sere in the Be 
or since the line has n 6s ished. . To f. 
Preece, Superintendent or manager of the British 
telegraph system, belongs the honor of not only 
conceiving the idea of connecting the two cities 
by telephone, but also of superintending the 
building of the line. All the txperimients have 
been made under his supervision. The various 
instruments owned by thé “Bell company— 
even their “crack” so-called long-distance trans- 
mitter, “‘ Western Electric’’—werethrown aside 
because they wouldn’t do the work. I have the
